To condemn an innocent man to death, by the fentence, 
and forms of law, has ever been looked upon ag.one of the 
greatelt moral evils. From the general averfion of mankind 
to infli&t undefervedly the pain, aad, what is infinitely worle, 
the ignominy of a public death, I hope it is a café which has 
rarely happened, except through the bloody minifigrs of cleri- 
cal fuperftition, and imperial power; the Jaft of which makes 
a {port of life and liberty; while the firlt claims a ftill wider 
dominion, over life, liberty, and underftanding; over liberty 
not only of aé?ion, but of thougét. 

To maintain that there is no difference, in the degtce of 
moral turpitude, between a deliberate mupdery and @ rencoan- 
ter originating from fudden provocation. and terminating in 

ndlérftanding. 
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death, ie ro contradict the percepyens of the u 

and the feelings of the heart: And it.does not appear, that, in 
this article, the old law of Scotland: .was’repugnant to our 
judgment of our feelings. ‘The abfurd propofition, that there 
is no diftinétion between murder and manflaughter, between 
deliberate affafination and killing of a fuddenty, appears to be 
of no older date than the reftoration. At that period our 
coarts of Jaw became highly tyrannical ; and thofe which pof- 
feffed a criminal jurifdidtion difplayed what, indeed, was no 
novelty in this countty, a very fanguinary fpirit. A celebraed 
lawyer 5, who fcrupled not to facrifice abilities and principle 
at the fhrine of defpotifm, has lefi a fpecimen of his attempt 
entirely to fet afide trial ¢ by jury. The mode of proceedings 
in our criminal courts, in the tyrannical and turbulent reign of 
Charles II. by the addrefs of the king’s counfel, underwent a 
material innovation. ' Jn our records previous to this aera, je- 
ries are found to haye returned a general verdi& of guiity, or 
not guilty ; the words of {tile were, *. fplit culpable and con- 
vid,” ot, ** clean aud acquit.” But, after the reftoration, 
profecutions became fo frequeut agdinft rebels, covgnanters, 
and attendants upon conventicles, that it was matter of dif_li- 
culty to get a jury to find a verdi@ againft a {tate criminal, 
particularly an attendant upon conventicles. His Majefty’s 
Advocate, to evade this relu@ance, fell upon a denice which 
almoft totally annihilated the powers and purpofes of a jury. 
It was, to introduce,a doctrine, that, in no cafe whatever, the 
jury had a right to exercife their judgment upon any point, ex- 
cept the evidence relating to the dificrent faéts charged in the | 
inditment : That, in every cafe, they were to decide merely 
upon the fact; and that it was the, province of the judges to 
determine the import of their verdiét, in the feale of guilt, from

proved, or not proved ; and to apply fuch findings to the diffe- 
rent charges, trifling or important, exhibited in the indictment. 

The lawyers for the Crown devifed inother expedient which 
degraded ‘juryman from the palladium ef liberty, to a fenfelefs 
ieleaiane of tyranny ;-an expedient Which vetted the power 
of convicting in the judges, when the Pry doubted not only of 
the criminality of the fad, but even of the fad itfelf. For this 
purpofe they drew up their indiétments very civcumftantially, 
not only {tating the crime; but alfo the minute facts, trifling or 
important, from which they inferred the prifoners guilt; and, 
upon thefe indié&ments, the Court ufed w pronounce an inter- 
locutor, finding either the crime in generl, or the facts and 
circumftances Freciall libelled, relevatit to infer the pains of 
law. When it was fufpeced that a jury would fcruple to find 
acrime in general proved, they were Pquired to return a /pe- 
cial verdi@. Accordingty, they were ofter-weak enough to 
return a yerdiét finding proved a long chain of circumitances 
fpecified in the indiétment, leaving it entirely in the brealt of 
the judges to determine whether thefe circumitances did efta- 
blifh the fact libelled. 

Thus, in the trial of Robert Carmichael {chooimafter, for 
the murder of one of his fcholars, afon of Douglas of Dornock, 
it was proved that the boy was in perfect health at two in the 
afternoon, when he went to fchool, and that before three he 
was carried out of it dead. It was found by the jury that the 
prifoner did three times fucceflively make the deceafed be held 
up, and feverely lathed him on the back and hips, * and in 
© rage and fury, did drag him from his defk, and did beat him 
«¢- with his hand upon the head and back, with heavy and fore 
“¢ ftrokes, and after he was out of his hands he immediately 
‘6 died.”? ‘That, after the boy’s death, the fide of his head 
was {welled, and there were livid marks on it; and the mark 
of many ftripes on his back and thighs.—~Although thefe cir. 
cumftances, as well as a rattling noife in his breaft upon the 
third beating, and a good quantity of blood being found under 
his body after death, (which had iffued from the ftripes on his 
back,) afford complete conviction d that lie died of the beating; 
yet the lenity of this Court in thisinftance feemed to increafe with 
the barbarity of the criminal, for they only fentenced. him —so 
receive feven firipes, and to be banifhed Scotlaud for life e. 

It is obvious, that, from the moment thefe iniquitous doc- 
trines were acquiefced in, the pallad»im of liberty was gone. 
Fads might be charged, of which the guilt, or degree of guilt, 
depended folely upon the intention which direéted them. A 
fact might be indifputable ; yet the intention of the accufed 
might be juftifiable, or at leaft might not amount to the degree 
of criminality chasged in the indigtment ; yet by this. doctripe 
the jury would be mere cyphers, the Court alone woald de- 
cide.

Kingfon, May 31. Although no accounts had been recei- 
ved which could be entirely depended on from the Mufquito 
fhore, refpeting the progrefs of the difpute with the Spaniards, 
but fach as-invelved us m thick clouds and darknefs, yet we 
have now the fatisfaction to affure the public, from indifputable 
authority, that a kind of treaty has been adtually brought to 
perfection ‘between the Englifh and Spanifh commanding offi- 
cers, who had a meeting for that purpofe in the town of Trux- 
illo, which ftipulates that the Englifh fettlers fhall remain in 
quiet and peaceable poflefiion of the country for two years to 
come, and that in the mean time proper meafares fhall be ufed 
by both parties to accelerate the conclufion of a fpecial treaty 
between the courts of London and Madrid, for the final ad- 
jaftment of every difference’ refpecting the claims of either 
power to the territory in that quarter of the world. 

The thip Diligence, Captain Hay, which arrived on Sun- 
day laft from Anamaboe with upwards of 400 flaves, was o- 
vertaken on her paffage about two degrees to the fouthward of 
the Line with a dreadful thunder ftorm, in which a moft aw- 
ful flahh of lightning ftruck the fore-top-gallant maft, which 
immediately fell upon deck, and killed eight of the flaves 5 fe-

eas June 18. The French Governor of Hifpaniola 
has lately publifhed an edié, prohibiting the importation of 
{permaceti candles and flour, in foreign bottoms, into any of 
the harbours of that ifland under the dominion of his matter, 
on pain of confifcation of both veffel and cargo. This edict is 
very fevere and peremptory, and feveral Americans have al- 
ready fele its utmoft force. The exportation of fugar from 
thar ifland in foreign veffels is alfo prohibited under the fame 
penalty. : : 

A letter from Augufta, in Georgia, dated April 7, fays, 
a vaft number of our fetilers are removing to the Miflihhippi, 
in confequence of the Spaniards having delivered up the Natch- 
es to our State; our Governor has’ fent forces to garrifon it. 

Amidft the diftraétions which reign in the middle ftates, the 
liberty of the prefs feems to be afferted in the molt unequivo- 
cal manner: witnefs the following paragraph from the Inde- 
pendent Gazetteer of April 2. publifhed at Philadelphia : 

« A correfpondent begs leave to obferve, that the wicked, 
ungrateful, and abominable policy of the prefent aflembly, bears 
a ftrong refemblance to the infatuated conduct of the Court of 
Great Britain at the beginning of the late war. Both impo- 
fed taxes on a people who were not reprefented, both violated 
and deftroyed charters, which in all free countries are confi- 
dered as facred as private property, both treated petitions for a 
redrefs of grievances with the fame infolence, neglect, and con- 
tempt, and both will probably experience a convulfion that will 
fhake the Empire to the very centre.”

of Vienna. The meffenger left that city about feventeen days 
ago. The Dutch Noblemen deputed by the States-General to 
confer with the Emperor, and finally to adjuft the matter in 
difpute between the Houfé of Auftria and the Republic, were 
arrived ; and had twice vifited, and been vifited by, the Bri- 
tith Ambaffador, who, as Envoy Plenipotentiary from the 
King of Great Britain, who is profeffed!y one of the media- 
tors in this bafinefs, was prefent at the firit prefentation of 
thefe Commiffioners at the palace of Jofeph the Second. 

The laft advices received from the Continent mention, that 
fome great plan is in agitation between the Emprefs and the 
Emperor, in confequenee of which, couriers are continual! 
pafling between the two courts ; but every thing is conduéted 
with fuch fecrecy, that all conjeétures on the fubjeét are un- 
certain. The moft probable event feems'to be an approaching 
xupture with the Turks, which it is faid will begin with an ear- 
ly campaign next fpring ; but there are alfo rumours of ex- 
whange and alterations among fome of the German Princes 
which, as they will increafe the ftrength of the Emperor, ne: 
looked on with a jealous eye by the Kin g of Pruflia, who, it is 
believed, already thinks him too powerful for the peace of the 

Empire, and therefore is making an immediate addition to his 
army. 

A private letter from Lifbon advifes, that the Queen of 
Portugal, with the unanimous concurrence of her Council 
had difpatched a light frigate to Fernambuco and Rio de Ja. 
neito, in Brazil, to {top, if poffible, the failing of the annual 
fleet which ufually arrives about the beginning of O@ober, la- 
den with gold, filver, diamonds, and other precious {tones ; 
deer, elk, tyger, buffalo, &c. fkins, drefled in the hair, medi. 
cinal drugs, dye ftuffs, chocolate, coffee, cotton, 
tobacco. The gazette which firit announced this intelligence 
aifigns no reafon for thefe extraordinary orders ; but it is no 
Jefe certain that the packet has failed with her Majelty’s in- 
fMtructions to the Commodore on that ftation, and that the 
whole city feemed in great confufion when the letter came 
way, which is dated the 12th of July. 

We are affured, that there is now in London, a Spanith 
American of great confequence, and poffefled of the confidence 
of his fellow-citizens; who afpires to the glory of being the 
deliverer of his country. He is a man of fublime views and 
Eowene underftanding, fkilled in the antient and modern 
anguages, converfant in books, and acquainted with the 
world. He has devoted many years to the ftudy of general 
politics ; the origin, the progrefs, and the determination of 
the ~ different fpecies of governments ;- the *circumflan- 
ces that combine and retain faultitudes of mankind in. poli- 
tical focieties; and the caufegs by which thefe focicties 
are diffolved and fwallowed up by others. This gentleman, 
having vifited every province in North America, came to Eng- 

_Jand, which he regards as the mother country of liberty, and 
the {chool for political knowledge. ‘The purfuit he is faid to 
be engaged in, calls for the good withes of every friend to 
freedom.

A hort time before, an Englith 
and Dutch fhip carried to Algiers their tributes alfo, confifting 
of great guns and anmunition, which were fent under the 
name of a prefent to the Dey, but are as complete a badge of 
fubjection. as ever one Afxgave to another, though, perhaps, 
the value may not be very confiderable. 

In the time of Oliver Cromwell’s ufurpation, when the Al- 
gerines had taken fome Englifh fhips becaufe the ufual prefents 
had not beer fent them, a fleet of men of war was fitted out un- 
der the conmand of Blake, who fo effe€tually bombarded Al- 
giers and Tunis, that he almoft -reduced them to afhes, and 
the Dey wa glad to make great fubmiflions to fettle the dif- 

ute, whick has to this day made them more afraid of the 
Fnglith thaa of any other nation. 

A remorftrance has lately been prefented to the Houfe of 
Affembly of Pennfylvania, figned by a number of the inhabi- 
tants of Philadelphia, charging that and former Affemblies 
with violating the conftitution in numerous inftances which 
they recapitulate, and demanding a reftitution of the powers 
and rights, which for feveral years paft they fay they have 
been and now are deprived of, bye laws, framed in direct con- 
tradiétion to the conftitution. : ; . 

A fpeedy conveyance of the mails through the kingdem is 
no doubt very defirable ;., bat it mufl very greatly hurt the feel 
ings of every humane perfon, to reflect, that it is done by the 
cxtreme faleriogs of thoufands of the moft noble, willing, and 
generous animals of tha brute creation, who, in confequence of 
it, are moft cruelly whipped and run to death.

Yefterday the Ruflian Company, and feveral of the princi- 
pal Ruffian merchants, gave an entertainment at the London 
Tavern to his Majelty’s Secretaries of State, the Ruffian Am- 
baflador, and divers of the nobility. 

Yefterday, came onat the Eaft India Houfe, Leadenhall- 
ftrect, the election for a Direétor of the Eaft India Company, 
in the room of William Mills, Efq; who was difqualified; when 
Charles Mills, Efq; was chofen without oppofition. 

A prodigious increafe of trade is projected by the Eaft In- 
dia Company. In the two laft years, thirteen, and twenty- 
five thipe, have been, fent from this conntry.;.but next year it 
is propofed that the Company’s equipment fhall be extended 
to thirty-fix fhips, twenty-five of which are deltined for Chi- 
na, or the tea trade:—au accamulation which muft aftonifh 
our envious neighbours, and be attended with the moft happy 
confequences to the trade of this nation ! 

The India Company have hitherto fupplied but a trifling 
fhare of the teas confumed in this ifland; and this has been 
folely owing to the exceffive high duties on that article. But 
now Great Britain has wifely reformed her policy, no longer 
fuffering her duties to difcourage the purchafe of this article of 
the licerfed dealers of our own country. 

There have been eleven meflengers to and from Paris fince 
Thusfday laft ; this certainly indicates fomething more between 
the two Crowns than what has hitherto reached the public ear.

** When I contemplate that awful, that final tribunal, to 
which my own attention is fo often direéted — by the duties of 
that facred office which I have undertaken to difcharge, I re- 
main fatisfied that you, my Lords, and thefe my peers, the 
Gentlemen of the Jury, whom, though unknown to me, I re- 
gard as unprejudiced and well informed, will, in, due time, 
vindicate my injured reputation, by an honourable and a fair 
acquittal, 

*¢ Leaving, therefore, the conduct of the proof, with the dif- 
cuffion of every objection againft the formality of the convey- 
ance to this freehold which the ingenuity of the profecutor’s 
counfel can devife, to thefe Gentlemen who have fo wermly 
undertaken my caufe, in confcious innocence, my Lords, L 
plead—not guilty. ; 

** It may be deemed ftrange, mysLords, but it is neverthe 
lefs true, that I am forced into this fingular fituation from a re- 
gatd alone to the principle of honour. ° 

“ The friends of the profecutor, under pretence of regard to 
myfelf, laboured, by private intimation, and by public menace, 
to compel me to relinquifh an important privilese which I con- 
fidered myfelf to have acquired by a trantaction of the faitelt = 
of the moft honourable nature. 

* 'To have weakly abandoned this freehold, therefore, ia 
confequence of their menage, would have been declaring to the 
world, that I could not fupport thof2 principles which J had 
Jong avowed —that I could not maintain thofe privileges which, 
when unchallenged, 1 had fo often exercifed. 

“ Far, therefore, my Lords, from tampering with oaths, as 
was cruelly fuggeited in fupport of the title to maintain this 
profecution, I am confcious that I have taken a molt righteous 

oath in the juft defence of my own privileges —in the necefla- 
ry fupport of my own principles.” 

Mr Charles Hay afterwards addreffed the Court, as couf- 
fel for the pannel, upon the relevancy of the libel, in which he 
arraigned the conduct of the profecutor ‘in pretty fevere terms, 
for {till perfifting in carrying on the prefent trial againft a per- 
fon of the pannel’s facred character ; efpecially as Mr Lawfoa, 
who flood exaétly in a fimilar fituation, had fo recently been ac- 
quitted by a verdiét of his country. Mr Hay concluded with 
hoping, that, at any rate, their Lordfhips would pronounte 
the fame interlocutor upon the relevancy which had been given 
in the cafe of Mr Lawfon. 


The Hop. Henry Erfkine followed Mr Hay, on the partof 


the profecutor, and contended, in a long and-clegant fpeethy © 


that every part of the indi@ment was relevantly laid ; and, 
therefore, that the Court fell to pronounce a general interlocu- 
tor, allowing the profecutor to prove, that the pannel’s vote was 
a nominal and fi@itious one ; that he took the truft-oath under

Mr Erfkine was fupported by Mr Robert Blair, in a very 
able manner. He concluded with obferving, that though he 
ceuld find no flaw in the indi@ment, yet, if their Lordthips 
were of a different opinion, and if it were found, that the pro- 
fecutor’s prefent counfel were incapable of drawing up fuch an 
indi&ment as would found their Lordfhips in pronouncing the 
general interlocutor, rather than be cramped in the mannct 
they had been by the one in Mr Lawfon’s cafe, other counfél, 
if fuch could be found in Scotland fit for the tafk, fhould be 
employed for that’ purpofe, as his client was fully determined, 
as well for his own charaéter, as for that of the pannel’s, t? 
have the matter at ifflue between them fully and fairly deterfti- 
ned by a verdi& of his country ; and this, Mr Blair obferved,

‘Loe fituation of the Diftillery in Scotland demands your 
- immediate attention. 

France has paffed an arréz, prohibiting all Britifh goods from 
being imported into that kingdom, without the payment of ve- 
ry high duties, under fevere penalties, which, from the well- 
known police of that country, will be ftrictly put into execution. 

Smuggling of French brandies, and other foreign {pirits, in- 
to every part of this country, is at prefent carried on with im- 
punity, to a moft enormous extent, aad, if not fpeedily pre- 


vented, will foon fupply the whole demand for fpirits in the 
Scotch market. 

The great encouragement which fmuggliog of foreign fpirits 
has of late received, is the confequence of an act pafled’in the 
lat feffion of Parliament, whereby the premiums formerly gi- 
ven to officers for feizing fpirits, were in a manner taken away. 

he effect of this is, that few or no feizares have fince been 
made ; nor is it reafonable to expect that it can be otherwife, 
When it is confidered, that it would be foolifh in any man to

take trouble, rua rifks, and expend money upon informations, 


a without any adequate compenfation. Hence it is, that 
re 


och brandies and Dutch gin are jult now delivered, not on- 
¥ around the whole Scotch coult, but into every part of the in- 
terior country where fpirits are ufed, (and evea in Edinburgh 
and Glafgow) upon better terms to the coafumer than any Bri- 
tith fpirits which pay the duties can be aforded at; the truth 
of which the Board of Excife cannot but be well acquainted 
with ; and yet it is not underftood that any effectual meafures 
are likely to be taken by thei for the prevention of thefe great 
and ftill growing evils. wat 
The Board, finding the prefent Dittillery law defective, with 
refpe& to the premiums that it fhould have allowed to officers 
‘or detecting and feizing unentered {tills, very properly, for the 
tnterelt of the revenue, and thofe traders who paid the duties, 
granted a premium to the officers of 23. 6d. per gallon upon 
the content of every illegal {till that fhould be feized and de- 
rem se which was productive of falutary effects to the entered 

c. ory 

Should not the Board of Excife, as governors of the reve- 
nue, give reafonable ptemiums ‘in the fame manner, for the 


trouble aad expence of the officers in feizing fpirits, whea they 





fee the intention of the law defeated? or, if they do not confi- 
der themfelves at liberty to grant thefe preatuunig, ought they 
not to apply direétly for authority to do {oy wotil an alteration 
in the law can be made? , 

If this was*done, and were the landed gentlemen and far- 
mers around the coatt to give their afliftance to the revenue of- 
ficers, the evils complained of would foon be at am, end. 

Until the great impulfe to fmuggling of foreign. fpirits into 
this country is counteracted, would it net be found policy to 
give every poflble encouragement to the Diltilery at home, 
that the fale of Britifh, {pirits may be promotigd in. oppolition to 
thofe from abroad ? (EN « 

The Britifh Diftillery opens a market: for our grain—pro- 
duces a revenue to Government —and. employs: very great 
number of hands to carry on the martafa¢ture. 

To confume foreign fpirits encourages the manufacture >f o- 
ther nations—drains money from this countfy to France and 
Holland—and, in fhort, encourages a traffic’ fo pernicious to 
the interelts of this country, that no illuftration is requifite to 
thew the neceflity of its being put a flop to. 

In place of the Board of Excife having adopted fuch or fini- 
lar meafures to prevent foreign fmuggling 2s are above hinted, 
not one ftep (fo far as has yet tranfpired to the public} has 
been taken to bring that about. On the contrary, it is now 
faid, with certainty, that the Board has iflued, or is abont to 
iffue, the moft fevere orders to.their officers that can be devi- 
fed, to diftrefs the entered diftillery of this country, whith, if 


put into execution, will foon entirely ruin a branch of bufinefs, * 


that is now paying a very great revenue ~greater than can rea- 
fonably be expected, confidering the oppofition it meets with, 
and the very Jow prices Britifh fpirits muft-befold for; not to 
be altogether excluded from the market. . a 

It is a fact, that every diftiller in Scotland, who has been 
carrying on the bufinefs, has loft money by it for thefe twelve 
months paft, owing to the prices of {pirits being fo much re- 
duced. 

ift, By the low price of foreign f{pivits, and the facility with 
which they are conveyed through every part of the country. 

2dly, By the great quantities of {pisits made in fmall unen- 
tered {tills, which pay no duties. And, 

3- By the great influx of fpirits from Fairntofh, which pay 
no duties. 

The entered Diftillery of Scotland will very foon have ano- 
ther formidable opponent to combat, viz. the mew exemption 
granted to the Highland counties, whereby every licenfed 40 
gallon (till will have a premium to make fpirits: “No malt-duty 
is to be paid by them. The 20s. per gallon of:aanual licenfe- 
duty is in full both of {pirit and malt-daty. The mialt-duty of 
itfelf, if fairly paid, (reckoning fromthe quantity, admitted 
by the gentlemen who applied for the exemption that.a ftill of 
forty gallons could confume).would exceed the~fum paid for 
the licenfe by 81. 10 s at leaft, which isihat of an exemption 
out of the malt-duly, that they may make’ their /pirits du- 
ty-free; but it is well known, that that quantity is merely no- 
minal, and not above one half of what .it will a@tually be.—It 
will be next to impoflible to make the Highlanders pay for 
what they exceed the ftatutory quantities 5 arid it will be im- 
poflible to prevent them from fending their fpirits to” the low 
country. A part of them will even find their way iato the 
Englith market. A mode of conveyance will be found out. 
The object will be tempting ; and the influx of fpirits made 
from thefe {tills, into the market of the entered diftiller,- will 
foon be very great ; again{t which there is no proper fecurity 
given by the prefent laws. 

Taking all thefe circumftances into view, and confidering 
the peculiar hardfhips under which the entered Diftillers groan, 
what kind of policy would it be in the Board, to enforce ail 
the feverities faid to be under their contemplarion, until the 
evils pointed out are corrected ?*An increafe of revenue can- 
not be the confequence of fuch meafures ; the contrary will be 
the cafe. But .admiting that to be the motive, would it not 
be wifer in the Board, by every means to fupprefs the fmug- 
gler, before oppreffing the catered Diltiller, aad obliging him 
to quit his bufinefs ? 

It certainly would be the worft of policy for the legiflarure 
to impofe greater hardfhips upon any inanufacture from which 
a revenue is expected, than it is able to bear ; the Scotch 
Dittillery already labours under many févere harifihips. 

The corn Dittillery of this country, properly conlidered, is 
the great to-look of the landed intereft and of the farmer ; it 
encourages agriculture, and affords a market for the produce. 
In this view, the legiflature and the landed intere(t are equal- 
ly interefted, the one to fupport the revenues of the kingdom, 
the orher to fupport their own patrimonial interefts, with which 
the former is infeparably connected.
